Vatican will finance adult stem cell 
research 


ROME, Italy (AP) - The Vati¬ 
can will finance new research 
into the potential use of adult 
stem cells in the treatment of 
intestinal and possibly other 
diseases, officials announced 
yesterday. 

The project is at a very pre¬ 
liminary phase and it will be 
years before any clinical treat¬ 
ment might be available, the 
officials said. 

Cardinal Renato Martino 
said the Vatican fully supports 
the project because it does not 
involve embryonic stem cells. 

He said he expected the 
Vatican to help finance the 
project through its Rome hos¬ 
pital, Bambin Gesu, but the 
exact amount must still be 
worked out in future meetings 
with the University of Mary¬ 
land’s School of Medicine, the 
project’s leaders. 

An initial announcement by 
the university said the Vatican 
had already agreed to donate 
euro2 million ($2.7 million) to 
the research. 

The church is opposed to 
embryonic stem cell research 
because it involves the destruc¬ 
tion of embryos, but it supports 


the use of adult stem cells. 

In 2007, Pope Benedict 
XVI said adult stem cell re¬ 
search respects human life, 
which according to church 
teachings begins at conception. 

The Vatican has drawn cri¬ 
ticism for its opposition to em¬ 
bryonic stem cell research. But 
the Vatican insists there are 
scientifically viable alterna¬ 
tives and the efforts of the sci¬ 
entific community should go 
in that direction. Financing this 
project is part of those efforts. 

But while embryonic stem 
cells are especially prized for 
their pluripotency — meaning 
they can morph into any type of 
cell in the body — adult stem 
cells are not as pluripotent. For 
that reason, embryonic stem 
cells are considered to have 
more potential for the treatment 
of diseases such as Alzheimer's, 
diabetes and Parkinson's. 

Researchers involved in the 
Vatican-financed project say 
they want to assess the poten¬ 
tial of intestinal stem cells — a 
relatively new field — for ther¬ 
apeutic use. 

"We want to harvest them, 
we want to isolate them, we 


want to make them grow out¬ 
side our body and see if they 
are pluripotent," said Alessio 
Fasano, the scientist leading 
the project and the director of 
the University of Maryland's 
Center for Celiac Research. 

"If we reach that phase, if 
we are able to achieve that goal, 
then our next step is to eventu¬ 
ally move to clinical applica¬ 
tion," Fasano told the AP before 
yesterday's announcement. 

Intestinal stem cells have 
certain features that makes 
them appealing for this kind of 
research, Fasano said. 

They are very active cells 

— the intestine replenishes all 
its cells every few days — and 
they are intrinsically flexible 

— already programmed to 
generate all the various kinds 
of cells such as mucus cells or 
epithelial cells present in the 
highly complex organ. Fur¬ 
thermore, harvesting them can 
be done through a routine pro¬ 
cedure like endoscopy, Fasano 
noted. 

Fasano said his team hopes 
to have a first answer on the 
feasibility of the project within 
the next two to three years. 


NY man pleads guilty in plot to bomb 
NYC subway 


NEW YORK (AP) - A New 
York man said yesterday that a 
plan to attack the city subway 
system was ordered by al- 
Qaida leaders two years ago 
while he was in Pakistan with 
a friend, a former airport shut¬ 
tle driver who has since admit¬ 
ted to the plot. 

Zarein Ahmedzay, 25, 
pleaded guilty in federal court 
in Brooklyn to charges inclu¬ 
ding conspiracy to use 
weapons of mass destruction in 
the foiled New York City sub¬ 
way bomb plot from fall 2009. 

He said he admitted plotter 
Najibullah Zazi and a third, 
unidentified man met with the 


leaders in Pakistan in 2008, 
where they offered to join the 
Taliban and fight U.S. forces in 
Afghanistan. 

"They told us we would be 
more useful if we returned to 
New York City ... to conduct 
operations," he said. Asked by 
the judge what kind of opera¬ 
tions, he responded, "Suicide¬ 
bombing operations." 

He added: "I personally be¬ 
lieved that conducting an oper¬ 
ation in the United States 
would be the best way to end 
the war," he said. 

Assistant U.S. Attorney Ge¬ 
offrey Knox identified the 
leaders as senior al-Qaida op¬ 


eratives Saleh al-Somali and 
Rashid Rauf, who were both 
killed in Pakistan. The U.S. 
Justice Department yesterday 
described al-Somali as the 
head of international opera¬ 
tions for al-Qaida. 

Al-Somali was killed in a 
drone strike in December. 
Rauf, a British militant linked 
to a jetliner bomb plot, was 
also killed in a predator strike 
in November 2008. 

Knox said Ahmedzay met 
with a third senior al-Qaida op¬ 
erative in a training camp in 
northern Waziristan in Pak¬ 
istan. He has not been identi¬ 
fied. 


Official: Abuse victims 
receive threats in Brazil 


BRASILIA, Brazil (AP) - A 
Brazilian official says that 
three former altar boys al¬ 
legedly sexually abused by a 
Roman Catholic priest have re¬ 
ceived threats and are under 
police protection. 

An adviser to the Senate pe¬ 
dophilia commission says the 
three were threatened after 
they denounced Monsignor 
Luiz Marques Barbosa for al¬ 
legedly molesting former altar 
boys in northeastern Alagoas 
state. 


Renato Paoliello said yes¬ 
terday that a priest collaborat¬ 
ing with authorities is also 
receiving police protection 
after being threatened. 
Paoliello did not specify what 
kind of threats the four re¬ 
ceived. 

Police are investigating the 
allegations against Barbosa, 
who is under house arrest. 

A video allegedly showing 
Barbosa abusing one of the 
altar boys was broadcast on 
television last month.

to alleged drug capo 


MEXICO CITY, Mexico (AP) 
- Former Miss Universe Alicia 
Machado is denying reports 
that a suspected major drug 
trafficker fathered her daugh¬ 
ter. 

The Venezuelan beauty 
queen who was crowned Miss 
Universe in 1996 says in a 
statement issued yesterday that 
the father of her child is a "re¬ 
spected businessman" — and 
not alleged capo Jose Gerardo 
Alvarez Vazquez. 


Machado was responding to 
local media reports saying she 
was had a relationship with Al¬ 
varez Vazquez, who was ar¬ 
rested this week in a shootout 
Wednesday in the outskirts of 
Mexico City. She denies any 
link with him. 

Authorities say he is re¬ 
sponsible for increasing vio¬ 
lence in a cartel turf battle in 
states near the capital. U.S. au¬ 
thorities hope to put him on 
trial there.

Cocaine hidden in in-flight meals 


AMSTERD AM/KRA- 
LENDIJK — Dutch police 
have detained 20 people for 
smuggling cocaine in contain¬ 
ers for in-flight meals and 
waste on planes flying be¬ 
tween the Dutch Antilles and 
the Netherlands, police said. 

"Twenty suspects have been 
arrested over the last four 
months in the Netherlands and 


Bonaire," an island territory of 
the Netherlands Antilles, 
Schiphol airport spokesman 
Robert van Kapel said. 

The last two suspects were 
arrested on Tuesday. 

Eleven of the 20 suspects 
worked for a Schiphol-based 
company catering for airlines. 

Investigators found that the 
cocaine was hidden in food 


and waste containers on 
Netherlands-bound planes. 

Police seized more than 50 
kilograms (110 pounds) of co¬ 
caine, with a street value of €2 
million and tens of thousands 
of euros in cash during 11 
searches in the Netherlands. 

Twlve of the suspects are 
Dutch nationals, aged 25 to 49, 
the spokesman said but did not

Skyonic to capture carbon from coal in 
baking soda 


Rather than pump smoke¬ 
stack gases underground to 
keep them out of the air, Sky¬ 
onic wants to turn them into 
something else and sell them. 

The Austin, Texas-based 
company this week started a 
pilot project of converting 
flue gases from a cement fac¬ 
tory into industrial chemicals, 
including baking soda. This 
SkyMine project, located at in 
San Antonio, Texas, will test 
the company's "carbon miner¬ 
alization" process, with the 
goal of starting construction 
of a commercial-scale facility 
by the third quarter of this 
year, according to Skyonic 
founder and CEO Joe Jones. 

Carbon capture and stor¬ 
age often refers to separating 
carbon dioxide gases from 
coal power plant pollution 
and then pumping the C02 
into underground geological 
formations. Aided by federal 
research funding, the technol¬ 
ogy is being tested in the 
U.S., which gets about half of 
its electricity generation from 
burning coal. 

Skyonic, which received 
$3 million in research fund¬ 
ing from the Department of 
Energy, is treating carbon 
dioxide as an ingredient 
rather than a waste product. 

At the San Antonio proj¬ 
ect, flue gases from burning 
coal will be mixed with water 
and heat and passed through 
a membrane to separate hy¬ 
drogen and chlorine gas, ex¬ 
plained Jones. That step also 
isolates sodium hydroxide, or 
caustic soda, which is com¬ 
bined with carbon dioxide 
gas. That mixture is then fil¬ 
tered to produce sodium bi¬ 


carbonate, he said. 

In all, the SkyMine project 
will combine three processes, 
something that hasn't been 
done before, Jones said. It's 
designed to use the heat and 
extract water from the flue 
gases, while scrubbing out air 
pollutants, including mer¬ 
cury, that cause acid rain. 

This pilot project will take 
75,000 metric tons of carbon 
dioxide and, by mixing with 
caustic soda, will produce 


143,000 metric tons of bak¬ 
ing soda, Jones said. 

If it works, the company 
will be able to capture 96 per¬ 
cent of the carbon dioxide 
and most of the air pollutants 
from the cement plant while 
producing industrial chemi¬ 
cals that it can sell. Part of the 
challenge for the technology 
is running the process in a 
way that's commercially vi¬ 
able and doesn't use a great 
deal of water and energy.

MOSCOW — A Russian sci¬ 
entist says the Arctic may be 
getting colder, not warmer, 
which would hamper the in¬ 
ternational race to discover 
new mineral fields. 

An Arctic cold snap that 
began in 1998 could last for 
years, freezing the northern 
marine passage and making it 
impassable without icebreak¬ 
ing ships, said Oleg Pokrovsky 
of the Voeikov Main Geophys¬ 
ical Observatory. 

"I think the development 
of the shelf will face large 


problems," Pokrovsky said 
Thursday at a seminar on re¬ 
search in the Polar regions. 

Scientists who believe the 
climate is warming may have 
been misled by data from 
U.S. meteorological stations 
located in urban areas, where 
dense microclimates creates 
higher temperatures, RIA 
Novosti quoted Pokrovsky as 
saying. 

"Politicians who placed 
their bets on global warming 
may lose the pot," Pokrovsky 
said. 


Tablets, Smartphones Reportedly 
Coming from Dell 


Dell is preparing to make a big 
splash in mobile devices, if 
even a few of the most recently 
leaked reports are accurate. 
The reports indicate a high-end 
Windows Phone 7 smartphone, 
several smartphones based on 
the open-source Android oper¬ 
ating system, and two Android 
tablets. 

According to information 
leaked to technology site En- 
gadget, the Windows Phone 
7-based Lightning is a por¬ 
trait slider, meaning the key¬ 
board slides out from the 
bottom of the rectangle, not 
from the more customary 
side. It reportedly is built 
around a one-GHz Snap¬ 


dragon processor and has a 
high-resolution WVGA 4.1- 
inch OLED screen, AT&T 
and T-Mobile 3G, a five- 
megapixel autofocus camera, 
512MB of RAM with 1GB of 
flash memory, and an 8GB 
MicroSD card.

The Lightning is attracting 
attention as one of the slick¬ 
est smartphones using the 
new Windows Phone 7 oper¬ 
ating system. The model also 
includes GPS, an accelerom¬ 
eter, a compass, FM radio, 
and, notably unlike Apple's 
iPhone, support for Adobe's 
ubiquitous Flash technology. 


The PlayStation may have 
Major League Baseball, but 
the Xbox 360 could soon 
land its very own television 
channel, reports Bloomberg. 
No, not something agnostic 
like G4TV or another option 
in local cable packages, but 
something exclusive to the 
Xbox 360 itself. 

It seems former Fox En¬ 
tertainment Group CEO Peter 
Chernin chatted with Mi¬ 
crosoft in April about creat¬ 
ing a new TV-like 
subscriber-service, going so 
far as to suggest hiking Xbox 
LIVE fees a buck or two 
monthly to offset program¬ 
ming costs (Microsoft's pre¬ 
mium level LIVE service 
costs $50 a year currently).

Most people have had a 
minor knee problem at 
one time or another. 

Most of the time our 
body movements do 
not cause problems, but 
it ? s not surprising that 
symptoms develop 
from everyday wear 
and tear, overuse, or in¬ 
jury. Knee problems 
and injuries most often 
occur during sports or 
recreational activities, 
work-related tasks, or 
home projects. 

The knee is the 
largest joint in the body. 

The upper and lower 
bones of the knee are 
separated by two discs 
(menisci). The upper 
leg bone (femur) and 
the lower leg bones 
(tibia and fibula) are 
connected by liga¬ 
ments, tendons, and 
muscles. The surface of 
the bones inside the knee 
joint is covered by articular 
cartilage, which absorbs 
shock and provides a smooth, 
gliding surface for joint 
movement. See an illustration 
of the structures of the knee . 

Although a knee problem 
is often caused by an injury to 
one or more of these struc¬ 
tures, it may have another 
cause. Some people are more 
likely to develop knee prob¬ 
lems than others. Many jobs, 
sports and recreation activi¬ 
ties, getting older, or having 
a disease such as osteoporo¬ 
sis or arthritis increase your 
chances of having problems 
with your knees. 

Sudden (acute) injuries 

Injuries are the most com¬ 
mon cause of knee problems. 
Sudden (acute) injuries may 
be caused by a direct blow to 
the knee or from abnormal 
twisting, bending the knee, or 
falling on the knee. Pain, 
bruising, or swelling may be 
severe and develop within 
minutes of the injury. Nerves 
or blood vessels may be 
pinched or damaged during 
the injury. The knee or lower 
leg may feel numb, weak, or 
cold; tingle; or look pale or 
blue. Acute injuries include: 

Sprains, strains, or other 
injuries to the ligaments and 
tendons that connect and sup¬ 
port the kneecap. 

A tear in the rubbery cush¬ 
ions of the knee joint (menis¬ 
cus). 

Ligament tears. The me¬ 
dial collateral ligament 


(MCL) is the most commonly 
injured ligament of the knee. 

Breaks (fracture) of the 
kneecap, lower portion of the 
femur, or upper part of the 
tibia or fibula. Knee fractures 
are most commonly caused 
by abnormal force, such as a 
falling on the knee, a severe 
twisting motion, severe force 
that bends the knee, or when 
the knee forcefully hits an ob¬ 
ject. 

Kneecap dislocation. This 
type of dislocation occurs 
more frequently in 13- to 18- 
year-old girls. Pieces of bone 
or tissue (loose bodies) from 
a fracture or dislocation may 
get caught in the joint and in¬ 
terfere with movement. 

Knee joint dislocation. 
This is a rare injury that re¬ 
quires great force. It is a seri¬ 
ous injury and requires 
immediate medical care. 

Overuse injuries 

Overuse injuries occur 
with repetitive activities or 
repeated or prolonged pres¬ 
sure on the knee. Activities 
such as stair climbing, bicy¬ 
cle riding, jogging, or jump¬ 
ing stress joints and other 
tissues and can lead to irrita¬ 
tion and inflammation. Over¬ 
use injuries include: 

Inflammation of the small 
sacs of fluid that cushion and 
lubricate the knee (bursitis). 

Inflammation of the ten¬ 
dons (tendinitis) or small 
tears in the tendons (tendi¬ 
nosis). 

Thickening or folding of 
the knee ligaments (Plica 
syndrome). 


Pain in the front of 
the knee from overuse, 
injury, excess weight, 
or problems in the 
kneecap (patel- 

lofemoral pain syn¬ 
drome). 

Irritation and in¬ 
flammation of the band 
of fibrous tissue that 
runs down the outside 
of the thigh (iliotibial 
band syndrome). 

Problems not di¬ 
rectly related to an in¬ 
jury or overuse may 
occur in or around the 
knee. 

Osteoarthritis (de¬ 
generative joint dis¬ 
ease) may cause knee 
pain that is worse in the 
morning and improves 
during the day. It often 
develops at the site of a 
previous injury. Other 
types of arthritis, such 
as rheumatoid arthritis, 
gout, and lupus, also can 
cause knee pain, swelling, 
and stiffness. 

Osgood-Schlatter disease 
causes pain, swelling, and 
tenderness in the front of the 
knee below the kneecap. It is 
especially common in boys 
ages 11 to 15. 

A popliteal (or Baker's) 
cyst causes swelling in the 
back of the knee. 

Infection in the skin (cel¬ 
lulitis), joint (infectious 
arthritis), bone (os¬ 
teomyelitis), or bursa (septic 
bursitis) can cause pain and 
decreased knee movement. 

A problem elsewhere in 
the body, such as a pinched 
nerve or a problem in the hip, 
can sometimes cause knee 
pain. 

Osteochondritis dissecans 
causes pain and decreased 
movement when a piece of 
bone or cartilage or both in¬ 
side the knee joint loses 
blood supply and dies. 

Treatment 

Treatment for a knee prob¬ 
lem or injury may include 
first aid measures, rest, brac¬ 
ing, physical therapy, medi¬ 
cine, and in some cases 
surgery. Treatment depends 
on the location, type, and 
severity of the injury as well 
as your age, health condition, 
and activity level (such as 
work, sports, or hobbies).

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How, When Child Develops 
Autism May Determine Outcomes 


Children with autism whose 
social and communications 
skills regress around age 3 
tend to have more severe 
autism than children who 
show signs of the neurode- 
velopmental disorder at 
younger ages, new research 
finds. 

Autism spectrum disorders 
are marked by delays or dis¬ 
ruptions in social, language 
and communications skills, 
and restricted or repetitive be¬ 
haviors or interests. Increas¬ 
ingly, doctors are coming to 
understand that there are sev¬ 
eral subtypes of the disorder, 
explained senior study author 
Dr. Paul Law, director of the 
Interactive Autism Network 
at Kennedy Krieger Institute 
in Baltimore. 

In the study, researchers 
used data from 2,720 parents 
of children aged 3 to 17 years 
who had been diagnosed with 
an autism spectrum disorder. 
Children were placed in one 
of three groups, depending on 
how and when their autism 
symptoms started: 

Regressive, in which chil¬ 
dren seemed to be developing 
generally normally or close to 
normally, but then experi¬ 
enced a sharp decline in skills 
before age 3. About 44 per¬ 
cent of the children were in 
this group. 

Plateau, or the 17 percent 
of children who were not de¬ 
layed or only mildly delayed 
until about age 2, at which 
point they gradually or 
abruptly stop developing. 

No loss/no plateau, some¬ 
times called early onset 
autism, in which subtle signs 
of autism show up at rela¬ 
tively younger ages, but chil¬ 
dren don't regress or plateau. 
About 39 percent of the chil¬ 
dren fell into this category. 

The researchers found 
some notable differences be¬ 
tween the groups. In children 
who regressed or plateaued, 
parents said they first became 
concerned about their child's 
development at about 17 
months, compared to about 
15 months for children who 
did not plateau or regress. 

Children who regressed 
said their first word at about 
14 months, compared to 20 
months for children who 


plateaued and 21 months for 
those with no loss/no plateau 
autism. 

Another difference: Chil¬ 
dren who regressed took 
longer to potty train — about 
52 months, compared to 
about 48 months for other 
children with autism. 

Over time, children who re¬ 
gressed tended to end up with 
more severe autism. They 
were at the greatest risk for not 
attaining conversational 
speech, and were more likely 
than the other groups to need 
educational support, such as a 
classroom aide. The more 
marked the regression, the 
more severe the autism later 
on, according to the study. 

Autism with regression is 
much debated among re¬ 
searchers, with some esti¬ 
mates putting the prevalence 
at one-third to one-half of 
children with the disorder, 
with others saying as few as 
15 percent of children expe¬ 
rience regression. 

Parents whose child has 
experienced regression 
should take heart, Law said, 
and remember that the statis¬ 
tics show trends, not how an 
individual child will do. "A 
lot of children with regres¬ 
sion did well," Law said. 
"There is a lot of individual 
variation. This is by no 
means a very dire sentence."

UBS tax evader gets 10-month 
prison term 


MIAMI, Florida (AP) - A for¬ 
mer watchmaker who claimed 
his parents’ Holocaust experi¬ 
ence drove him to hide his 
wealth overseas has been sen¬ 
tenced to 10 months in prison 
after pleading guilty to tax 
charges. 

A federal judge imposed the 
sentence Friday on 65-year-old 
Jack Barouh in the latest case 
arising from the U.S. investi¬ 
gation into tax evasion at 
Swiss bank UBS AG. The sen¬ 


tence is half what prosecutors 
originally sought. 

The judge gave Barouh 
credit for cooperating in the 
ongoing UBS probe. But he 
also mentioned Barouh's claim 
that many children of Holo¬ 
caust survivors compulsively 
seek to hide nest eggs in case 
similar events happen again. 

Barouh founded luxury 
brand Michele Watches, which 
sold for $50 million in 2004. 


US auto fleet sales on 
the rise 


DEARBORN, Michigan (AP) 
- U.S. auto sales to fleets 
surged 47 percent in the first 
quarter compared to last year, 
an early sign of economic im¬ 
provement as governments, 
construction businesses and 
rental-car companies began 
buying again. 

Automakers are expecting 
fleet sales to continue to climb. 
Ford Motor Co.'s Americas 
President Mark Fields said 
Thursday the company is ex¬ 
pecting further increases to 


daily-rental and commercial 
fleets for the rest of this year as 
the economy improves, al¬ 
though it believes government 
sales will level off. 

Fields discussed the indus¬ 
try's first-quarter fleet sales 
jump at an event at Ford's 
Dearborn headquarters touting 
the automaker's fleet vehicles, 
including a new police car due 
out next year.

Greece asks for EU-IMF bailout 


ATHENS, Greece (AP) - Un¬ 
able to cope with exorbitant 
borrowing costs, Greece yes¬ 
terday triggered an emergency 
aid plan to draw cash from 
other countries that use the 
euro and the International 
Monetary Fund and ease a debt 
crisis that has weighed on the 
shared currency. 

The package has enough 
money to keep Greece from 
defaulting on its massive debts 
any time soon. But Athens 
faces years of painful cut¬ 
backs, and its long-term fi¬ 
nances — as well as whether 
its troubles will infect other in¬ 
debted EU members and fur¬ 
ther harm the euro currency — 
are still being questioned.

Credit rating 
ratings 

WASHINGTON (AP) - For¬ 
mer credit rating industry exe¬ 
cutives told a Senate panel 
yesterday that competitive 
pressures and poor internal 
communications led their ana¬ 
lysts to award safe ratings to 
risky investments. 

The highly rated invest¬ 
ments turned out to be toxic, 
contributing to the financial 
crisis. 

The chairman of a panel in¬ 
vestigating the industry pro¬ 
posed yesterday that Congress 
should address a conflict of in¬ 
terest that arises from credit 
rating agencies being paid by 
the same banks whose bonds 
they rate. 

"It's like one of the parties 
in court paying the judge's 
salary," said Sen. Carl Levin, 
D-Mich. He said the financial 
regulatory overhaul the Senate 
will take up Monday should 
include a solution to that prob¬ 


in Brussels recently will pro¬ 
vide Greece with loans from 
other countries using the euro 
and the IMF. Eurozone mem¬ 
bers will contribute euro30 bil¬ 
lion ($40 billion) at interest 
rates of about 5 percent, while 
the IMF will chip in about 
euro 10 billion in 2010. Exact 
figures for the following years 
have not yet been made public. 

The plan must be reviewed 
by the European Union execu¬ 
tive and the European Central 
Bank, and needs approval by 
all 15 other eurozone countries.

He said 
that, along with weak govern¬ 
ment regulation, led agencies 
to award high ratings to risky 
investments. 

Raiter said management 
placed increasing pressure on 
analysts to earn fees by attract-

New home sales, orders for most 
durable goods rise 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Sales 
of new homes took the biggest 
monthly jump in 47 years in 
March, while orders for most 
large manufactured products 
rose by the largest amount 
since the recession started. 

While factories are benefit¬ 
ing from a sharp increase in or¬ 
ders from U.S. and foreign 
businesses, the fuel for new 
home sales is coming from a 
less sustainable source: gov¬ 
ernment subsidies. 

Some analysts predict de¬ 
mand for homes will fall again 
over the summer, preventing 
the beleaguered sector from 
adding much to the economic 
recovery. 

The Commerce Department 


said yesterday that new home 
sales skyrocketed 27 percent in 
March, bouncing off the Feb¬ 
ruary's record low. The figure 
blew past expectations as bet¬ 
ter weather and government 
incentives boosted sales. 

New orders for durable 
goods — those expected to last 
at least three years — fell by 
1.3 percent, the government 
said. But excluding demand 
for aircraft and other trans¬ 
portation goods, orders surged 
2.8 percent, much more than 
analysts had projected. 

The report was evidence 
that businesses are spending 
more on new equipment in an¬ 
ticipation of a stronger econ¬ 
omy. 


"Firms are finally putting 
their money where their 
mouths are and betting on a re¬ 
bound," Diane Swonk, chief 
economist at Mesirow Finan¬ 
cial, wrote in a note to clients.

Mo. clerk says he'll use 
$258M jackpot on bills 



JEFFERSON CITY, Missouri 
(AP) - A Missouri man who 
won a $258 million Powerball 
jackpot and plans to use some 
of the money to pay bills, re¬ 
place his two missing front 
teeth and take his children to 
Disney World said he hasn't 
decided yet if he'll quit his job 
at the convenience store where 
he bought the winning ticket. 

Chris Shaw — a 29-year- 
old tattooed father of three 
who was raised by his grand¬ 
parents in rural southern Mis¬ 
souri — came forward 
Thursday as the winner of the 
lOth-largest Powerball jackpot 
ever. Shaw said he had just 
$28.96 in his bank account and 
recently bought a 1998 Ford 
Ranger from a friend who 
agreed to let him pay off the 


$1,000 price $100 at a time. 
Now, he said, he no longer has 
to worry about how he'll pay 
his friend — or his utility bills. 

"We didn't come from 
money. For us it's just going to 
be a huge relief to know I'm 
going to be able to pay my 
electric bill, my gas bill," Shaw 
told the Associated Press. "It's 
like a weight lifted. I had bills 
at home I didn't know how 
they were going to be paid." 

Shaw said he bought the $5 
ticket Wednesday at the Break 
Time convenience store where 
he works in Marshall, a central 
Missouri town about 80 miles 
east of Kansas City. He ac¬ 
cepted his ceremonial check at 
the Missouri Tottery headquar¬ 
ters in Jefferson City wearing 
a tan and red plaid shirt, a red 
hat and a huge grin — minus 
two front teeth he says he lost 
because he didn't take care of 
them but can now afford to 
have replaced. 

"I'm just a regular guy 
working paycheck to paycheck 
... well not any more," he said. 

Shaw said he needed a few 
days to decide whether he will 
keep his minimum-wage job at 
the store where he has worked 
for just three weeks. He also 
plans to seek advice "from 
people who know about 
money" about whether to take 
the jackpot in 30 payments 
over 29 years or the lump-sum 
amount of $124,875,122.

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Ex-general: Cubans involved 
in Chavez's military 



CARACAS, Venezuela (AP) - 
A former Venezuelan army 
general yesterday denounced 
what he called the widespread 
involvement of Cuban troops 
in President Hugo Chavez’s 
military. 

Former Brig. Gen. Antonio 
Rivero, who used to head the 
government's emergency ma¬ 
nagement agency, said his de¬ 
cision to retire from the army 
this month was motivated 
mainly by "the presence and 
meddling of Cuban soldiers" in 
Venezuela's armed forces. 

Cubans are now involved in 
training troops, including cour¬ 
ses for snipers, and are also 
playing a role in intelligence, 
weapons, communications and 
other areas. There was no im¬ 
mediate reaction from Cha¬ 
vez's government. 

Rivero's televised remarks 
add to claims by government 
critics that Cuban advisers and 
operatives hold various posi¬ 
tions in the government and 
military. 

Opposition politician Julio 
Borges demanded earlier this 
month that the government 
provide information about 
Cubans working for the go¬ 
vernment, saying "never be¬ 


fore in our history have we al¬ 
lowed citizens of another 
country to assume key posts 
associated with national secu¬ 
rity." 

Borges said without provi¬ 
ding details that Cuban advi¬ 
sers are now working at high 
levels in ports administration, 
telecommunications, immigra¬ 
tion, the police, the electrical 
sector and the key oil industry. 

As director of the emer¬ 
gency management agency, 
Rivero used to be the voice of 
the government in responding 
to disasters including plane 
crashes and floods. He was re¬ 
placed in that post in 2008 
after five years and returned to 
his army duties. 

Rivero said in his infantry 
division there were "classes 
like the one for snipers" where 
Cuban soldiers and personnel 
provided training. 

He said Cubans were also 
involved in teaching military 
doctrine at the command level, 
and are also in divisions like 
military engineering. Cubans, 
he said, are now placed "at a 
high level in vital areas of na¬ 
tional security." 

Rivero also denounced the 
"politicization" of the military, 
including the slogan soldiers 
now repeat when saluting: 
"Socialist homeland or death!" 
Among other complaints, he 
condemned Chavez's enlist¬ 
ment of supporters in a grow¬ 
ing civilian militia and said it's 
improper for the president, a 
civilian, to wear a military uni¬ 
form as Chavez often does. 

Chavez, a former paratroop 
commander, has made Cuba his 
closest ally since he took office 
in 1999. He often visits Fidel 
Castro, calling him a mentor, 
and has praised Cuba as a "rev¬ 
olutionary democracy."

Colombia cardinal defends church's 


abuse policies 


BOGOTA, Colombia (AP) - A 
senior cardinal defended the 
Roman Catholic Church's 
practice of frequently not re¬ 
porting sexual abusive priests 
to the police, saying Thursday 
it would have been like testify¬ 
ing against a family member at 
trial. 

Colombian Cardinal Dario 
Castrillon Hoyos also said in a 
radio interview that Pope 
Benedict XVI, formerly Cardi¬ 
nal Joseph Ratzinger, was in¬ 
volved in a 2001 decision to 
praise a French bishop for 
shielding a priest who was 
convicted of raping minors. 

"The law in nations with a 
well-developed judiciary does 
not force anyone to testify 
against a child, a father, against 
other people close to the sus¬ 
pect," Castrillon told RCN 
radio. "Why would they ask 
that of the church? That's the 



injustice. It's not about defen¬ 
ding a pedophile, it's about de¬ 
fending the dignity and the 
human rights of a person, even 


the worst of criminals." 

While the church stands by 
"those who truly were victims 
(of sexual abuse)," he added, 
"John Paul II, that holy pope, 
was not wrong when he de¬ 
fended his priests so that they 
were not, due to economic rea¬ 
sons, treated like criminal pe¬ 
dophiles without due process." 

His comments came just 
days after the Vatican posted 
on its website guidelines 
telling bishops they should re¬ 
port abusive priests to police if 
civil laws require it. The Vati¬ 
can has claimed that was long 
its policy, though it was never 
written before explicitly. 

The Vatican posted the 
guidelines as a response to 
mounting criticism that it man¬ 
dated a culture of secrecy that 
instructed bishops to keep 
abuse quiet, letting it fester 
unchecked for decades. 


Chilean priest allegedly abused 5 young men 


SANTIAGO, Chile (AP) - A 
Chilean prosecutor on Thurs¬ 
day announced a criminal in¬ 
vestigation of a popular retired 
priest accused of sexually 
abusing five young men in his 
parish residence. 

The allegations were 
lodged late last year and con¬ 
firmed by the archbishop of 
Santiago only this week, as 
Chile's Roman Catholic lea¬ 
dership appealed publicly for 
forgiveness for alleged abuses 
involving 20 clergy members. 
Five of them have been con¬ 
victed and 15 others are under 
investigation. 

Prosecutor Javier Armen- 
dariz on Thursday announced 
a criminal investigation of the 
allegations against retired 
priest Fernando Karadima. 


A church probe also is 
under way. Archbishop Fran¬ 
cisco Javier Errazuriz said "it's 
unthinkable that the claims are 
true" but they have to be 
treated seriously anyway. 

The accusations were first 
reported this week by Chile's 
La Tercera newspaper, which 
said a former altar boy accused 
Karadima of sexually abusing 
him in his residence at the Sa¬ 
cred Heart of Jesus church in 
the capital's elegant Providen- 
cia neighborhood. The man, 
now a doctor, said the abuse 
started when he was a child 
and continued for nearly 20 
years. 

Four other men, all active 
participants in the parish, then 
revealed similar experiences, 
the doctor's lawyer said. 


Karadima, now 80, is re¬ 
tired and still lives in the resi¬ 
dence. He is well respected 
within Chile's church, where 
he trained other priests who 
now are bishops. 
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Durant’s surge lifts Thunder in home 
playoff debut

OKLAHOMA CITY (AP)— 
Scuffling through a rough 
shooting night, Kevin Du- 
rant(notes) wanted to do any¬ 
thing he could to keep the 
Oklahoma City Thunder from 
falling hopelessly behind the 


Los Angeles Lakers. 

So, why not take on the task 
of defending Kobe Bryant? 

Durant had 29 points and 
19 rebounds, and snapped out 
of a shooting funk while 
guarding Bryant to lead the de¬ 


cisive run, lifting the Thunder 
to a 101-96 victory in Game 3 
on Thursday night in the first 
playoff game in Oklahoma 
City. 

“Scoring’s a big part of my 
game. It kind of overshadows 
the other parts of my game,” 
said Durant, who at 21 became 
the youngest player to lead the 
NBA in scoring. “But if I con¬ 
tinue to play hard on both 
ends, it’s going to come around 
for me. I was able to get free 
and make a couple shots, and 
that’s what got us going.” 

Durant and Russell West¬ 
brook scored 22 of the final 23 
for the Thunder, including 
every point during a 10-2 surge 
that put Oklahoma City ahead 
to stay. 

The top-seeded Lakers got 
back within 98-96 on Bryant’s 
driving layup with 13.5 sec¬ 
onds left, but the Thunder 
closed it out from the foul line 
to pull within 2-1 in the seven- 
game series. 

Game 4 is tonight in Okla¬ 
homa City. 

Durant celebrated by 
thumping his chest and pop¬ 
ping his jersey to show off the 
“Thunder” printed on the front 
while Westbrook, who scored 
27 points, flapped his arms to 
egg on the screaming crowd. 

“It feels good. Playing 
against the reigning champs 
makes it even better. But we 
have a long ways to go,” said 
Durant, who missed his first 
seven shots and 15 of his first 
19. “It does feel good to get 
our first win. It feels even bet¬ 
ter to bring the first win in the 
playoffs here to Oklahoma 
City. That’s what I’m most ex¬ 
cited about.” 

Bryant scored 24 points to 
surpass Jerry West’s franchise 
record for playoff scoring, and 
Pau Gasol had 17 points and 
15 rebounds for Los Angeles. 

But when it came down to 
crunch time, Bryant couldn’t 
deliver as he did in scoring 15 
fourth-quarter points to seal 
the Lakers’ 95-92 victory in 
Game 2. He went 2 for 10 in 
the final 12 minutes, with Du¬ 
rant stopping between free 
throws at one point to motion 
to the bench that he wanted to 
guard the former MVP. 

“It was a matchup that 
caught me by surprise,” said 
Bryant, who’s nearly half a 
foot shorter than Durant. “I 
think he did a great job.”

Blatter: 2010 will be a success 


Colombian bling to shine 
at World Cup finals 


With 47 days to go until the 
2010 FIFA World Cup South 
Africa™, FIFA President 
Joseph S. Blatter invited re¬ 
porters from around the world 
to Home of FIFA in Zurich for 
a news conference, which was 
simultaneously broadcast via 
interactive video conferencing 
to Johannesburg in South 
Africa. Accompanied by FIFA 
General Secretary Jerome Val- 
cke, the FIFA President dis¬ 
cussed various topics relating 
to the first world finals in 


Africa. 

FIFA President Joseph S. 
Blatter: 

On the 2010 FIFA World 
Cup in South Africa 

When I became president in 
1998, my greatest goal was to 
see the FIFA World Cup played 
in Africa. It would never have 
been possible without our rota¬ 
tion policy. It’s taken a long 
time, but ultimately it means 
justice for Africa, and for 
everything Africa has done for 
football in the past. This FIFA 


World Cup will be a success. 
However, no-one can guaran¬ 
tee that everything will be per¬ 
fect. We also want the World 
Cup to leave a lasting legacy in 
Africa. Our priority is the fight 
against poverty, illiteracy, and 
health care problems, which 
we’re tackling with our “Foot¬ 
ball for Hope” initiative, the 
“20 Centres for 2010” which 
we’re constructing in Africa, 
and the “1GOAL: education 
for all” campaign. 


BUCARAMANGA, Colombia 
- Lionel Messi or Cristiano 
Ronaldo could finish the World 
Cup wearing a Colombian 
white gold ring as the most 
valuable player in South 
Africa. 

Although Colombia did not 
qualify for the finals its world 
famous emeralds will be on 
show after a local jeweller ac¬ 
quired the rights to make 2,010 
official rings for the tourna¬ 
ment. 

Rings encrusted with the 
green gems found in the moun¬ 
tains of the Andean country 
have been sanctioned by soc¬ 
cer’s world governing body 
FIFA and will be on sale in 
South Africa. 

The rings will cost from 
$2,500 to $250,000 each and 
the design features soccer balls, 
stadiums and the flags of the 32 
participating countries in the 
month-long extravaganza. 

In a private house turned 
workshop in Bucaramanga, 
Enrique Vasquez and his col¬ 
leagues in this and other mini¬ 
factories in the northern 
Colombian city are working 
hard to get all the rings made 
before the tournament starts on 
June 11. 

He spends his days placing 
tiny emeralds in the platinum, 
gold and silver rings that he 
and 269 other artisans are mak¬ 
ing for the first World Cup to 
be hosted in Africa. 

It is crunch time but he can¬ 
not rush the job. 

Looking through a pair of 
magnified glasses, he uses spe¬ 
cial tweezers to slowly place 
one emerald after another on a 
ring topped with a bulky dia¬ 
mond-encrusted soccer ball. 

The mastermind of the op¬ 
eration is 40-year-old Carlos 
Sotelo, who got the idea from 
the rings received by teams that 
win the U.S. Superbowl and 
basketball championships. 

”1 wanted to make a special 
ring, a super ring, for FIFA,” he 
told Reuters. Colombia, rich in 
gold and emeralds, has a strong 
tradition of jewellery-making. 

PLATINUM RINGS 

This was part of the argu¬ 
ment he made on various trips 
to FIFA headquarters in 
Switzerland over the last four 
years to convince World Cup 
officials to sanction his rings. 

He declined to say how 
much he paid for the rights. 

Although Colombia will not 
be at the tournament, which is 
held every four years, pop star 
Shakira is singing the official 
song and Juanes, another 
Colombian crooner, will partic¬ 
ipate in the opening concert to 


be staged in Johannesburg. 

The jewellery will include 
seven platinum rings to be sold 
for $250,000 apiece, each en¬ 
crusted with 220 emeralds. 
Thirty three white gold rings 
are being made for $70,000 per 
piece, each with 36 emeralds 
and an array of South African 
diamonds. 

There will also be 1,970 
rings made of gold and silver 
which will be sold for $2,500 
each. Each ring in this set will 
feature four emeralds. 

”If the market is strong 
enough we will do a second 
and third collection,” Sotelo 
said. 

One of the seven platinum 
rings will be donated to FIFA 
and a gold ring will be given to 
UNICEF, in recognition of the 
U.N. agency's work on behalf 
of disadvantaged children. 

Another gold ring will be 
presented to the player voted 
the tournament's most valuable 
wth Argentina's Messi and Por¬ 
tugal's Ronaldo among the 
players who could claim the 
prize. 

At future World Cups local 
jeweller Sotelo wants the rings 
to be distributed to members of 
the winning team. 

The work that goes into 
each ring is more painstaking 
than it is difficult, goldsmith 
Vasquez said. 

"Our experience in jew¬ 
ellery-making over the years 
makes for a world-class prod¬ 
uct. But there are a lot of pa¬ 
rameters to meet,” he added, 
looking back at the ring on his 
work bench and placing an¬ 
other emerald in position. 

DID U KNOW? 

Sir Bobby Charlton scored 
a record total of 49 goals 
for England in just over 
100 appearances and was 
part of the side that won 
the FIFA World Cup™ in 
1966. 

The Manchester United 
legend netted four goals in 
total during two FIFA 
World Cups, including a 
brace against Portugal on 
home soil in the year Eng¬ 
land were victorious over¬ 
all. 

Charlton, a survivor of 
the Munich air disaster in 
February 1958, repre¬ 
sented his country on no 
fewer than 106 occasions 
and also scored 249 times 
in 758 appearances for the 
Red Devils. 

The 72-year-old is re¬ 
garded as one of the finest 
players of his generation.

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Ochoa to play 1 more tournament 
before retiring 



MEXICO CITY (AP)—A 
tearful Lorena Ochoa said 
she will play one more 
tournament before she re¬ 
tires, happy to end her ca¬ 
reer at the top of her game 
and looking forward to 
having children. 

The 28-year-old Mexi¬ 
can star said Friday she 
will compete in the Tres 
Marias Championships 
next week in Morelia, 
Mexico. She also plans to 
annually play in the 
LPGA’s Lorena Ochoa In¬ 
vitational each November 
in Guadalajara, and left the 
door slightly open for com¬ 
peting in a few other select 
tournaments. 

The No. 1 player in 
women’s golf confirmed on 
her website Tuesday she is 
leaving the game. 

“I wanted to go out when 
I was on top, and I know this 
is the right time to leave,” 
Ochoa said when explaining 
her decision at a news confer¬ 
ence. 

In a 12-minute speech, a 
teary-eyed Ochoa repeatedly 
choked up and had to stop on 
a number of occasions to 
compose herself.

“There are so many things 
that I will miss and this has 
not been an easy decision to 
make,” Ochao said. “But this 
is my moment and I dreamed 
of it this way.” 

Ochoa got married in De¬ 
cember and said she plans to 
have children, but she is not 
currently pregnant. 

Her announcement Friday 
comes three years to the day 
she achieved the No. 1 rank¬ 
ing, replacing Annilca Soren¬ 


stam. She leaves the tour 
with 27 victories, two 
major titles and nearly $15 
million in earnings. 

“When I started to play 
golf 23 years ago, I had the 
dream to become the best 
player in the world, to win 
many tournaments,” she 
said, “and this is why now 
is the best time to leave, 
full of great memories that 
I am going to share with 
my family for the rest of 
my life.” 

Ochoa won her first 
major in the 2007 Women’s 
British Open at St. An- 
. drews and followed up 
with another at the 2008 
Kraft Nabisco Champi¬ 
onship. 

She joined only three 
players who have won four 
consecutive scheduled events 
in 2008. Last year, Ochoa 
won her fourth consecutive 
LPGA Tour player of the year 
award. 

However, she joined the 
LPGA Tour in 2003 after 
playing college golf at Ari¬ 
zona, meaning she falls short 
of the 10-year playing re¬ 
quirement to be eligible for 
the Hall of Fame.
